5. THE 1972 AGREEMENT SPECIFIES IN ITS "OPEN-SKY" PROVI- 
SION THAT NEITHER SIDE WILL "USE DELIBERATE CONCEALMENT 
MEASURES WHICH IMPEDE VERIFICATION" OF COMPLIANCE. THE 

PURPOSE OF THE PROVISION WAS TO PERMIT VERIFICATION BY 
RECONNAISSANCE SATELLITES. 

6. OFFICIALS INDICATED THAT THE CONCEALMENT ISSUE WOULD 
BE RAISED IN THE STANDING CONSULTATIVE COMMISSION, WHICH

SENATOR SAID HE HAD BEEN ADVISED BY "KNOWLEDGEABLE INDI-

TELLIGENCE AGENCIES ARE ACQUIRING MOUNTING EVIDENCE THAT

TOLD THAT EVERYTHING HE SAID WAS TRUE AND THAT THE SECRE- 
TARY WOULD "BACK HIM UP ON IT." 
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9. EARLIER THAT SAME DAY, BEFORE MR. BUCKLEY ADDRESSED 
THE OVERSEAS PRESS CLUB, THE DEFENSE DEPARTMENT DENIED ONE 
CHARGE CONTAINED IN HIS SPEECH. THE CHARGE, WHICH HAD 
BEEN CIRCULATING IN AVIATION TRADE MAGAZINES, WAS THAT THE 
SOVIET UNION WAS CONSTRUCTING ADDITIONAL SILOS FOR INTER- 
CONTINENTAL MISSILES IN VIOLATION OF THE AGREEMENT WITH 
THE UNITED STATES. 
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10. THE DEFENSE DEPARTMENT. HOWEVER, HAS REPEATEDLY DE-

MENT OF CANVAS COVERS OVER CONSTRUCTION WAYS AT A SHIP 
YARD NEAR MURMANSK WHERE NUCLEAR-POWERED MISSILE-CARRYING 
SUBMARINES ARE CONSTRUCTED. AS A RESULT, ACCORDING TO A 
BUCKLEY AIDE, THE UNITED STATES HAS BEEN UNABLE TO DETER-
